In cam ps and tra in ­ 
ing stations, at hom e and abroad, a t 
the fighting front, on tran sp o rts and at 
naval bases, it cheered and aided our 
fighting forces. 
Tts halls and huts 
w ere not only social centers, furnish­ 
ing wholesale recreation and am use­ 
ment, lait w ere places for m ental im­ 
provement 
and 
m oral 
refreshm ent. 
T hey were hits of America set on fo r­ 
eign soil, rem inding the boys of tho 
homes from which th ey came. 
"Tile men of the Red T riangle fol­ 
lowed the flag w herever it went, and 
were there to serve and comfort our 
brave boys. 
They proved their hero­ 
ism an d devotion on the b attle front, 
a num ber being commended for b ra v ­ 
ery, an d several sacrificing th eir lives 
in tin* line of duty. 
“ It is unthinkable th at criticism of 
m inor defects here and there should be 
allowed to cloud for a m om ent the 
splendid record m ade by this great 
association. 
No big u ndertaking w as 
ever carried out w ithout som e im per­ 
fections, and no organization engaged 
in such a stupendous work, employing 
so m any men over a vast area, could 
expect to c arry it 
through without 
m aking some mistakes. 
But 
so far 
as I have been able to determine, these 
have been few and hardly enough to 
be considered in comparison with the 
magnificent service rendered.

Y. M. C. A. IS 75 Y E A R S OLD 


London. June 6.*—N early all Amer­ 
ican visitors to London 
are fam iliar 
with the enorm ous block of buildings 
in Tottenham Court Road w hich w as 
erected some 
years 
ago 
for 
the 
general offices of the Youngs Men’s 
C hristian A ssociation 
and 
at the 
same tim e to serve as 
a permanent 
m em orial to tile 
late 
Sir 
George 
W illiam s, the founder of the associa­ 
tion. 
Many 
people 
w ho 
passed 
the 
bronco bust of Sir 
George, 
which 
stands just within the main entrance 
to the buildings, thought they d etect­ 
ed tin added 
benevolence 
in 
the 
features of the 
illustrious 
philan­ 
thropist today, 
for 
this 
was 
the 
seventy-fifth 
birthday 
of th e great 
organization 
of which he 
w as 
the 
founder anti which he helped 
to de­ 
velop 
into a society 
of world wide 
scope and influence. 
It w as on June 6, I#44, that the Y. 
M. ( \ A. first came 
Into 
existence. 
On the evening of that 
date 
half a 
dozen young 
clerks and 
shop 
a s­ 
sista n ts gathered in W illiam ’s 
bed­ 
room in a m odest 
lodging-house 
in 
Hie W est End of London and at his 
invitation took tho initial steps to ­ 
ward the organization of “a mutual 
im provem ent 
.society 
and a young 
men's m issionary society.” 
That 
the 
organization 
of 
such 
m odest beginnings would 
nome day 
spread its helpful 
influence to 
all 
parts of the world, that it would aid 
in th e education and unlift of hun­ 
dreds of thousands o f young men of 
many different nationalities, that, its 
services would he no Iors distinguish- 
ed in tim e of war than in time of 
pence- these were 
things not 
even 
dream ed of by the founders of the 
m ovem ent. T he young m en, includ­ 
ing W illiam s him self, tvere employes 
of a drapery establishm ent in Lon­ 
don, and their most am bitious hope 
w as that their society and its work 
m ight he extended to the employes 
of other drapery houses in the m etro­ 
polis. 
George W illiams, the "father of th e 
Y. M. C. A.,” was born near Bridg­ 
water in 1821, and was the youn gest 
of seven sons of Am os W illiam s, a 
farm er. 
At the age of 18 he attended 
a Friends’ m eeting 
and signed 
the 
tem perance pledge. Thenceforth he 
was an earnest tem perance advocate, 
and a vigorous opponent of gam bling 
and other habits 
tending 
to 
lead 
young men astray. 
In Bridgwater he had been appren­ 
ticed to a draper and when he w ent 
to London at the age of 20 he sought 
and found em ploym ent w ith a large 
firm of drapers. 
Of this firm he su b­ 
sequently 
became 
Hie 
controlling 
partner. 
From his first 
arrival 
in London 
th*1 young man devoted his leisure to 
evangelistic and 
tem perance 
work. 
As he h im self afterw ards 
told, 
he 
was largely influenced at th is period 
ot his life 
by 
the preaching of 
an 
Am erican evangelist, Charles G. F in ­ 
ney. 
His rirst effort at organization 
was to form a sm all prayer-m eeting 
am ong his fellow -em ployes. 
It w as 
tills 
prayer-m eeting 
which 
su bse­ 
quently 
developed 
into 
the Young 
Men's Christian A ssociation. 
W ithin a few m onths after the Y. 
UC. C. A. w as first organized it w as 
found necessary to hire a large as- 
80 rn by room to accom odate the w eek­ 
ly 
m eetings. 
Early 
tile 
follow ing 
year the first paid secretary was ap­ 
pointed, and larger quarters obtained. 
The association 
continued to 
grow 
on an unprecedented scale. 
Popular 
lecture courses 
w ere arranged 
and 
various other features added to the 
work. The association spread through­ 
out the United Kingdom, then to the 
continent and 
to A m erica 
and the 
most 
distant 
B ritish 
colonies. 
In 
1855 W illiam s was 
present 
at. 
the 
first international conference of the 
organization which m et in Paris and 
formulated plans on which a world­ 
w ide society was built up. 
Lord Shaftesbury, with whom W il­ 
liam becam e 
closely 
associated, ac­ 


cepted the presidency in 1851. 
On 
H is death in 1886 W illiam s was in­ 
duced to accept the presidency. 
In 
J894 the jubilee of the organization 
w as 
celebrated 
in 
London, 
when 


Queen 
V ictoria 
knighted 
W illiam s 


and the freedom of the C ity of Lon­ 


don 
was conferred 
on 
him. 
The 


founder lived to be 85 years old. 
He 


is . buried in ihe crypt of St. P aul’s, 
where a m agnificent memorial has 
been erected.

time a paymaster with money leaves 
the city he is held up and robbed, if 
not
